N. D.. who 
spoko on tho Xonpartisan leasue tak- 
ing the ncBallve side at the People's 
forum in I^awrcnco Memorial chapel 
Sunday oveninjr. "The Dinners have 
nothing to do with tho Nonpartisan 
league but pay for it." 


Dr. Walker, who made it plain that 


he is not a politician but the rector 
of an established church, said that it 
is not the rank and flic of any orsan- 
ization which direct tho policies and 


• destinies of that organization. It Is 


the leaders and since- the leaders of 
the Nonpartisan league are socialists, 
he wished to show that the league s 
policies were socialistic.

; - Every thoughtful citizen ought at this 
time io realize tlic viewpoint with regard 
to international commerce that is best il- 
lustrated by the free and unrestricted re- 
lations among the commonwealths -which 
compose the United States. It will ho 
equally binding on him to apply'the same

is more important to bear in mind—and 
this is -what very few persons, realize—: 
that money" is only the medium 'of ex- 
change and that it represents goods. The

According to Dr. Joseph C. Bloodgoo-I of Balti 


more the exciting cause of, cancer of the tongue Is 
a series of 260 cat.cs was prolonged Irritation by (a) 
tobacco and the repeated burns from smoking, (b) 
continuous* irritation or. slight wounds produced,!"' 
dirty.-rough teeth or by improperly made or fitted 
plates. 
Dr. Bloodgood declares that in carefully 


taken histories of cases of cancer of the tongue 
there is scarcely a record of an individual who has 
not received ample warning in the form of some def- 
inite local lesion of tho longuc which has been pres- 
ent for months, and usually years, before tho dcvel 
opoment of tho cancer. 
The importance of knowing that-such conditions 


lead to cancer of tho tongue lies in the interesting 
fact that tho only effective treatment for cancer, 
operation, gives a permanent cure if applied in tho 
early stage in over 60 per cent of the cases; where- 
as if applied only after tho cancer: has reached an 
advanced stage, less than 30 per cent of cures are 
obtained. This is much the same story as in cancer 
in other situations—procrastination is fatal. 
The 


postponement of radical surgical treatment opera- 
tive removal of the degenerated structure—even for 
a week longer than te absolutely necessary amounts 
to flirting with death. 


Good dentistry must bo given duo credit as a def- 


inite preventive of cancer of,the tongue. It is true 
economy, after all. to have the best dentist, not the 
cheapest. 
But the deplorable habit 
of keeping 


broken or carious teeth or stumps or defective den- 
tures in tho mouth merely because they seem to 
cause no serious present trouble, is obviously a dan- 
gerous habit. It is a strange thing that so many- 
people who pretend to be clean, self respecting citi- 
zens, frequently harbor these conditions in their 
mouths rather than seek good dental services—and 
these people wonder why they develop so called 
"rheumatism," "stomach trouble," and all kinds of 
systemic results of their septic mouth conditions. 


The most common warning of tongue cancer. Dr. 


Bloodgood finds, is the condition known as leuko- 
plak'ia, single or multiple white patches or diffuse 
white patches on the tongue or elsewhere in the 
tobacco must be stopped at once and never resumed. 
The teeth must be put in the most hygienic possible 
state by the dentist and kept so by frequent visits 
to the "don list. It may take four years for the 
leukoplakia to disappear. 


The second most common warning is an irritated 


spot adjoining ragged, dirty teeth. Tho same treat- 
ment-is required. 


Dr. Bloodgood holds that local treatment of leuk- 


oplakia or of the irritated spot opposite' ragged 
teeth by X-ray, radium or caustics of any kind is un- 
wise. The cause should be removed firs,t—tho de- 
fective teeth, the irritation of tobacco. 
Then, if 


.the condition does not improve steadily, thoro surgi- 
cal incision including a good margin of healthy tis- 
sue, is tho treatment which has proved most effec- 
tive. '

I 
want to enlist the active assistance_ of 
every boy and girl in the schools" of 
our country in getting parcels mailed 
this week to relieve tha rush that 
ccmes directly before Christmas. Will 
you go home today and take this mes- 
sage to your parents and friends: 
"Our postmaster has asked us to mail 
cur Christmas parcels this week, for 
unless we do. Uncle Sam's load may 
be so heavy the last few days before 
Christmas ^that he won't be able to 
deliver all the presents by Christmas 
eve."
